When  the  writer  was  growing  up  he  al¬ 
ways  understood  that  a  man  who  was  to 
be  placed  on  the  Supreme  Court  had  to 
be  tops  in  every  way  and  above  reproach, 
for  there  the  nine  men  sat  as  an  inspiration 
to  American  manhood.  Honorable,  capable 
and  stable,  to  render  just  decisions  and  de¬ 
serve  the  highest  respect  of  America. 

Most  of  these  have  been  strong  men  like  , 
Edward  Douglas  White  and  Charles  Evans 
Hughes.  Of  course  some  of  us  do  know 
that  sworn  testimony  has  connected  Justice. 
Brandies  with  the  COMMUNIST  COM¬ 
MONWEALTH  COLLEGE  at  Mena,  Ar¬ 
kansas  twenty  years  ago. 

During  the  last  ten  years  some  Supreme 
Court  Justices  have  been  appointed  that 
are  really  placing  the  Supreme  Court  on 
the  front  page.  The  knock  down  and  drag 
out  between  Associate  Justice  Jackson,  now 
in  Germany  conducting  the  trials  at  N urn- 
berg,  and  Justice  Black  is  interesting.  The 
knock  down  and  drag  out  between  Black 
and  Jackson  has  been  better  than  the  Louis- 
Conn  bout,  with  no  $100.00  seats.  Jackson 
has  not  done  so  well  for  himself  at  Nurn- 
berg — creating  laws  as  he  goes.  Goering 
and  others  caused  Jackson  to  look  ridicu¬ 
lous.  Many  big  lawyers  believe  that  Jack¬ 
son’s  brilliancy  has  been  dulled  much  by 
his  conduct  there.  He  was  a  good  manager 
of  the  SPEAKERS  BUREAU  for  the  Roose¬ 
velt  campaign.  It  may  not  have  been  WHAT 
HE  KNEW  but  WHO  HE  KNEW,  however, 
he  landed  on  the  Supreme  Court  just  in 
time  to  do  some  good  in  legalizing  the  GIFT 
of  fifty  battle  ships  to  England  while  we 
were  a  NEUTRAL  Nation. 

Justice  Black  was  a  judge  in  the  Police 
Court  in  Birmingham,  Alabama  when  he 
heard  the  call  to  duty  in  Washington.  He 
hid  his  bed  sheet,  cleared  it  with  Sidney 
and  came  right  up  to  the  Cipitol  in  1937. 
Soon  after,  while  He  was  in  Europe,  some 
unkind  person  let  the  cat  out  of  the  b^tg.

That  really  had  the  New  Deal 
boys  scratching  their  heads.  They  were 
visualizing  eight  of  the  Judges  in  Court 
wearing  black  robes  and  Justice  Black  cov¬ 
ered  with  a  white  bed  sheet.  Some  wise 
politicians  did  not  think  that  arrangement 
would  go  over.  Reporters  met  the  boat 


when  Justice  Black  landed  from  Europe. 
Some  looked  thru  his  baggage  for  a  bed 
sheet  and  some  were  firing  questions.  Black 
sparred  for  time  and  at  the  hearing  there 
were  more  questions.  But,  Black  had  his 
friends  too,  and  the  anxious  folks  did  not 
ask  the  right  questions.  They  asked  if 
Black  was  a  member  of  the  KKK;  but 
if  he  was,  he  knew  that  he  had  taken  an 
oath  always  to  deny  that  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan.  The  question  that 
should  have  been  asked1  is:  Are  you  a  citizen 
of  the  INVISIBLE  EMPIRE?  They  did  not 
ask  him  if  he  knew  Mr.  KO  POK,  or  if 
he  was  a  member  of  the  K  DUO  INNER 
CIRCLE.  The  Circle  he  was  entitled  to  as 
a  big  shot.  You  guessecTit- — we  have  been 
around  too! 

But,  Mr.  Black  got  by — and  now,  Jus¬ 
tice  Jackson  says  Justice  Black  is  not  fit 
to  sit  on  the  high  court,  like  an  Umpire 
who  threw  the  game.  We  don’t  know,  but 
Justice  Jackson  should  know.  The  Reds 
and  Pinks  like  both  Black  and  Jackson. 

And  while  this  is  going  on  it  is  reported 
some  of  the  Justices  will  resign  if  Jackson 
comes  back.  The  Reds  like  Justice  Murphy 
too,  but  if  looks  like  he  is  sitting  on  a  powder 
keg.

oleon  in  one  of  his  moments  of  reminis¬ 
cence  at  St.  Helena.  Now  another,  not  dis¬ 
similar,  Spanish  ulcer  threatens  Stalin’s  here¬ 
tofore  increasingly  successful  efforts  to 
dominate  and  communize  Europe. 

By  the  “Spanish  ulcer”  Napoleon  meant 
simply  the  proud  and  deeply  religious  con¬ 
servatism  of  that  ancient  land.  In  1808, 
despite  the  blunders  and  corruption  of  their 
rulers,  these  Spanish  people  rose  to  expel 
the  French  in  what  Herbert  Fisher,  the  great 
English  historian,  has  called  “the  first  ex¬ 
ample  of  a  long  series  of  popular  and  naT 
tional  movements  which  ultimately  shat¬ 
tered  the  Napoleonic  Empire”. 

Today,  the  same  dignity,  the  same  poise, 
the  same  ingrained  conservatism,  have  made 
of  Spain  a  greater  Rock  of  Gibraltar 
against  which  all  the  Communist  machin¬ 
ations  have  broken  in  vain.  The  scheming 
of  Moscow  to  overthrow  Franco’s  unsavory 
rule  by  a  planted  revolution  has  been  as 
Machiavellian,  and  almost  as  successful,  as 
the  steps  whereby  Napoleon  contrived  the' 
downfall  of  the  equally  shameful  Spanish 
monarchy  in  1897.  Then,  as  now,  it  was 
intelligent  English  diplomacy  which  oper¬ 
ated  to  foil  the  plot.  The  chief  difference 
in  the  historical  parallel  is  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States,  which  preserved 
neutrality  toward  Napoleon’s  attack  on 
Spain,  has  done  much  to  assist  Stalin’s  ef¬ 
fort  to  absorb  that  nation. 

At  the  eleventh  hour,  however,  we  have 
switched  from  our  Russian  to  our  British 
ally,  with  the  result  that  the  red  tide  in  Rus¬ 
sia  may  now,  if  ye  continue  firm,  begin 
to  recede.  But  it  was  a  near  thing,  and  the 
efficacy,  if  not  the  very  existence,  of  the 
United  Nations  Organization  may  prove  to 
be  the  price  of  Stalin’s  loss  of  face. 

II 

Just  ten  years  ago,  on  July.  17,  1936, 
General  Franco  raised  the  standard  of  re¬ 
volt  against  the  Leftist  Republican  regime 
then  in  power  at  Madrid.  Since  then,  so 
much  water  has  gone  down  the  Potomac 
that  many  Americans  have  forgotten  the 
“plague  on  both  your  houses”  attitude  with 
which  this  ugly  European  complication  was 
at  first  received  in  the  United  States.  Bal¬ 
ance  is  restored  by  recalling  the  objective 
judgement  of  the  1937  annual  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Foreign  Relations,  entitled  “The  Un¬ 
ited  States  in  World  Affairs”.  Said  this 
authoritative  study: 

“The  conflict  in  Spain  purported  to  be 
a  civil  war,  and  logically,  therefore,  the 
only  correct  course  of  conduct  was'for 
the  rest  of  the  world  not  to  intervene. 
Unfortunately,  however,  neither  Soviet

NILAS  (now  Niles),  still  Presidential 
advisor,  owes  his  long  success  in  the  White 
House  to  Felix.  They  tell  us  if  all  Frank¬ 
furter’s  appointees  had  gone  in  the  Army 
(where  they  did  not  go)  they  would  have 
had  a  division  of  their  own.  It  would  have 
been  the  FFPP  Division  (Felix  Frankfurter 
Pen  Pushers  Division).  Frankfurter  has 
been  a  very') efficient  lawyer.  We  remem¬ 
ber  some  GOOD  men  he  has  helped.  Back 
in  May  1920,  when  Sacco  and  Vanzetti, 
the  Anarchists,  were  up  for  murder  at 
Braintree,  Mass.,  the  Reds  from  all  over 
the  world  contributed  to  their  defense. 
Felix  Frankfurter  was  their  right  hand  man. 
Seven  times  they  were  sentenced  and  seven 
times  the  Anarchists  and  Reds  all  over  the 
world  made  demonstrations — but  they  were 
finally  hanged. 

Wm.  Z.  Foster  was  an  Anarchist  then, 
and  on  the  job.  Frankfurter  had  better 
luck  later  with  fellows  like  Harry  Bridges 
—  Several  times  the  courts  ordered  Harry 
deported  as  a  Communist  alien,  and  for 
five  years  efforts  were  made  to  send  him 
back  to  Australia  against  Australia’s  wishes. 
But  Felix  was  loyal  to  Harry  and  Harry  is 
still  with  us,  ready  to  call  a  Seamen’s  strike 
to  prevent  food  from  reaching  Europe  to 
check  hunger,  Stalin’s  most  valuable  asset. 
Sidney  Hillman  considered  Frankfurter  his 
best  lawyer,  even  better  than  La  Guardia. 
Hillman  should  be  a  good  judge  of  a  crim¬ 
inal  lawyer.  Experience  is  the.  best  teacher. 

We  don’t  say  Frankfurter  is  a  RED 
CARD  COMMUNIST  —  in  fact  we  don’t 
believe  F.D.R.  would  have  appointed  him 
if  that  was  a  fact.  When  the  Senate  held 
the  investigation  at  the  time  of  his  ap¬ 
pointment  Congress  was  not  successful  in 
proving  that  he  was,  even  though  many 
accused  him  of  being  one.  He  was  cleared, 
even  as  well  as  Justice  Black  was  cleared 
of  the  bed  sheet  connection.

During  the  years  Felix  Frankfurter  taught 
at  Harvard,  he  surrounded  himself  with 
sbme  GOOD  friends.  Of  his  many  friends, 
DAVID  NILAS  and  HAROLD  LA'SKI,  who 
taught  there,  were  really  his  pals. 

Some  unkind  persons  called  attention  to 
the  coincident  that  while  Harold  Laski, 
chairman  of  the  British  Labor  Party,  was 
pushing  England  Y  of  the  way  into  Stalin’s 
lap,  Felix  Frankfurter  was  coordinating'  as 
the  Master  Mind  of  the  Administration  in 
Washington,  during  the  past  ten  years. 

Apparently  Frankfurter  and  Laski/  are 
a  good  team  like  F.D.R.  and  Winnie.  We 
are  wondering  what  Justice  Frankfurter 
thought  of  the  statement  his  old  team  mate, 
Harold  Laski,  made  in  a  speech  last  month. 
We  quote,  “TO  THOSE  WHO  SAY  WE

During  the  past  week  there  has  been  a 
flood  of  speeches  and  articles  exposing  and 
condemning  Communism.  The  Commander 
of  the  American  Legion  and  the  Massachus¬ 
etts  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  have  taken 
the  lead.  Some  of  our  most  flagrant  New 
Dealers  are  trying  to  wash  themselves  white 
by  warning  against  the  Reds.  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  Clark  made  a  resounding  speech  against 
anti-Americanism.  Then  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  himself  discounted  it  in  a  following 
talk  on  the  air  by  toadying  to  the  Leftists 
with  the  statement  which  was  not  a  all  nec¬ 
essary  for  him  to  make,  that:  “Not  all  Left¬ 
ists  are  Communists.”  That  “cover”  or 
“softener”  is  so  helpful  to  Communsts  that 
they  themselves  put  it  out. 

Ralph  Ingersoll,  publisher  of  PM,  is  im¬ 
ploring  help  to  keep  that  scurrilous  sheet 
alive,  implying  that  Marshall  Field  is  leaving 
it  high  and  dry.  Field’s  Chicago  Sun  is  turn¬ 
ing  American — it  actually  attacked  Justice 
Frankfurter  editorially.  Pinko  and  pro- 
Russian  commentators  have,  according  to 
the  latest  Hooper  rating,  lost  so  much  of 
their  listening  audiences  that  they  are  scarce¬ 
ly  worth  their  keep  to  their  sponsors.  An 
ordinary  commentator  rating  is  between  4 
and  8 ;  a  good  rating  is  from  8  to  1  2.  These 
figures  indicate  the  number  of  radio  sets 
out  of  one  hundred  tuned  in  to  a  given  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  moment  when  the  Hooper  girls 
conduct  their  telephone  polls  in  the  selected 
number  of  cities  where  Dr.  Hooper  operates.1 

Here  are  some  latest  ratings:  Raymond 
Swing,  1.8;  William  Shirer,  2.5;  Cecil 
Brown,  2.8;  Bob  Trout,  2.6;  Gabriel 
Heater,  3.4.  Against  this  the  rating  for  the 
Tuesday  night  Upton  Close  program  — 
opposite  Bob  Hope  — is  3.9.  It  came  up 
1.6  while  all  the  others  dropped.  It  must 
be  taken  into  reckoning  that  we  have  only 
a  250-watt  suburban  station  in  the  entire 
New  York  metropolitan  area,  due  to  the 
refusal  of  Mutual  Broadcasting  System’s 
proper  outlet,  WOR,  to  carry  the  program. 
WOR  thinks  it  is  un-American  —  WOR’s 
definition  of  un-American  apparently  being 
“un-Soviet”.  We  understand  this  attitude 
comes  from  officials  of  Macy’s  in  New  York, 
which  owns  WOR.  Of  course,  Dr.  Hooper 
reckons,  in  figuring  our  rating,  the  enormous 
metropolitan  population  of  New  York  which 
can  equal  the  population  of  the  64  other 
areas  that  get  this  program.  Therefore,  it 
would  be  safe  to  say  that,  if  we  had  a  50,000 
watt  New  York  outlet,  our  rating  would  be 
between  7  and  8.  The  full  network  Upton 
Close  program  which  closed  on  Mutual  one 
year  ago  had  a  rating  between  6  and  8. — 
they  vary  from  week  to  week.  The  rating 
of  the  Sheaffer  Pen -Upton  Close  program 
on  NBC  was,  between  10  and  12  when  that 
broadcasting  company  forced  the  sponsor 
to  give  it  up.

Russia,  nor  Italy,  nor  the  German  Reich 
regarded  the  internal  war  in  Spain  as  a 
local  matter-  Soviet  Russia  saw  a  prom¬ 
ising  new  extension  of  Communism 
threatened  by  General  Franco’s  insur¬ 
rection,  Hitler  correspondingly  found  in 
him  an  ally,  and  Mussolini  __  __  __  discover¬ 
ed  in  the  situation  _ _ a  chance  to  in¬ 

crease  the  prestige  of  Italy  and  her  domin¬ 
ion  over  the  Middle  Sea.” 

Existing  neutrality  legislation,  at  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  Spanish  Civil  War,  applied 
only  to  wars  “between  or,  among”  foreign 
States.  *  Neveftheless,  the  Department  of 
State,  on  August  7,  1936,  made  public  its 
emergency  instructions  to  all  our  consular 
and  diplomatic  representatives  in  Spain, 
which  read  in  part: 

“ _ in  conformity  with  its  well-estab¬ 

lished  policy  of  non-interference  with  in¬ 
ternal  affairs  in  other  countries _ this 

government  will,  of  course,  scrupulously 
refrain  from  any  interference  whatsoever 
in  the  unfortunate  Spanish  situation.” 

That  this  conformed  with  American  pub¬ 
lic  opinion  was  made  abundantly  clear  as 
soon  as  the  newly-elected  Congress  met,  on 
January  5,  1937.  The  very  next  day  it 
adopted  d,  joint  resolution,  passed  unani¬ 
mously  by  the  Senate  and  signed  with  al¬ 
acrity  by  President  Roosevelt,  forbidding  the 
export  of  arms,  ammunition  and  implements 
of  war  “for  the  use  of  either  of  the  opposing 
forces  in  Spain”. 

Aggravated  by  continuous  Nazi,  Fascist 
and  Communist .  intervention,  the  Spanish 
Civil  War  spread  devastation  until  Franco’s 
military  victory,  early  in  1939.  His  Gov¬ 
ernment  was  recognized' as  the  ‘de  jure’ 
government  of  Spain  by  France  and  Great 
Britain  on  February  27,  1939,  and  by  the 
Roosevelt  Administration  a  few  weeks  later. 
Since  then,  both  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  have  maintained  this  recognition. 

Ill 

The  Kremlin  has  a  longer  memory  than 
the  American  public.  The  latter  was,  and 
for  the  most  part  probably  still  is,  allergic  to 
the  triumph  of  either  Leftist  or  Rightest 
totalitarianism  in  Spain.  But  Moscow, 
smarting  under  the  liquidation  of  Spanish 
Communism,  has  seemingly  made  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  Red  Iberia  (first  Spain, 
then  Portugal)  a  major  objective  of  its  post¬ 
war  policy. 

In  this  wholly  understandable,  effort  — 
a  Spanish  Soviet  Republic  would  mean  the 
permanent  communization  of  Western  Eu¬ 
rope  —  Stalin  has  utilized  many  innocent 
Americans  as  his  dupes.  While  some  have 
seen  the  picture  dispassionately,  few  have 
dared  publicly  to  discount  the  picture  of 
“Fascist  Franco”  which  is  so  easy  to  por¬ 
tray.  An  honorable  exception  is  Alexander 
Weddell,  experienced  career  diplomat  who 
served  as  Ambassador  to  Spain  from  1939 
to  1942.  In  a  speech  in  Richmond,  on  June 
25,  Mr.  Weddell  called  Franco’s  Govern¬ 
ment  “bad”,  but  said  that  if  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  overthrows  3iim : 

“ - it  will  plunge  innocent  people  into 

another  ferocious  civil  war  and  make  the 
country  a  breeding  ground  for  Commun¬ 
istic  ideology.” 

Lacking  access  to  diplomatic  archives, 
it  cannot  be  charged  with  assurance  that 
Stalin  joined  the  United  Nations  Organiza¬ 
tion  partly  to  use  it  as  a  lever  to  establish 
a  Communist  Spain.  But  surface  indication 
points  toward  that  conclusion.  Although 
,  there  is  no  scintilla  of  evidence  to  show  that 
the  Franco  Government  is  at  the  moment 
a  threat  to  world  peace,  the  Kremlin  has 
cleverly  engineered  a  policy  of  having  this 
vulnerable  regime  perpetually  attacked,  and 
if  possible  diplomatically  ostracized  and  ov¬ 
erthrown,  through  the  agency  of  UN.  In 
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this  subtle  procedure  the  puppet  govern¬ 
ment  of  Poland  has  been  utilized  as  Russia’s 
stooge,  drawing  from  Winston  Churchill  the 
caustic  observation: 

_ there  is  as  -much  freedom  in  Spain 

under  the  Franco  regime  and  a  good  deal 
more  security  and  happiness  for  ordinary 
folk,  than  there  is  in  Poland  at  this  time.” 

While  the  British,  with  their  better  un¬ 
derstanding  of  European  problems,  were 
from  the  outset  alert  to  the  overtones  of' 
Stalin’s  anti-Franco  drive,  our  official  con¬ 
tribution  during  several  critical  months  was 
to  play  the  Communist  game.  Thus  the 
Department  of  State,  on  March  4  of  this 
•year,  released  to  the  press  a  most  tenden¬ 
tious  selection  of  documents  carefully  culled 
to  prove  Franco’s  wartime  subserviency  to 
the  Axis.  Russia  promptly  cited  these  in 
support  of  the  resolution  demanding  col¬ 
lective  intervention  in  Spain,  which  the 
Polish  delegate  introduced  in  the  Security 
Council  on  April  17. 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  Department  of 
State,  in  “screening”1  th;e  Spanish  docu¬ 
ments  so  as  to  inflame  American  public 
opinion  against  Franco,  let  one  of  contrary 
purport  slip  through  the  mesh.  This  was 
a  minuted  conversation,  dated  December 
15,  1943,  in  which  the  German  Ambassador 
to  Spain  criticized  Franco  for  being  pro- 
Ally  and  told  him  that  this  was  “a  very  dan¬ 
gerous  policy  for  Spain”.  Few,  if  any,  Am¬ 
erican  newspapers,  however,  picked  out 
that  part  ot  this  single  document. 

IV 

It  was  less  than  two  months  ago,  after 
bombling  diplomacy  had  stumbled  to  the 
very  edge  of  the  abyss,  that  wise  counsels  in 
the  Department  of  State  forced  a  change 
from  the  previously  pronounced  subservi¬ 
ence  to  Stalin’s  policy.  And  it  is  no  mere 
coincidence  that  Russian  venom  against  the 
United  States,  now  made  clear  in  one  form 
or  another  almost  daily,  began  to  be  of¬ 
ficially  sponsored  with  this  change  in  our 
attitude.  A  Communist-  Spain  is  very  im¬ 
portant  to  Russia’s  long-range  plans,  and 
■for  the  United  States  to  have  blocked  this 
on  the  verge  of  achievement  is,  in  the  eyes 
of  Moscow,  an  unforgivable  offense. 

Nevertheless,  the  Russian  policy  has  been , 
blocked,  and  largely  by  American  action 
in  the  Security  Council  of  UN.  First  of  all, 
we  joined  in  a  refusal  to  pass  the  Polish 
Resolution,  calling  for  immediate  interven¬ 
tion  in  Spain.  Instead,  we  backed  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  subcomittee  which  was  un¬ 
able  to  define  Franco  as  a  threat  to  world 
peace;  which  found  no  evidence  of  atomic 
research  in  Spain;  and  which  recommended 
passing  the  buck  on  the  whole  issue  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly,  scheduled  for  September  3. 

It  was  at  this  point  that  Russian  irritation 
bcame  suspiciously  intense,  culminating  in 
the  disgraceful  Security  Council  session  of 
June  26,  ironically  enough  the  first  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  adoption  of  the  San  Francisco 
Charter.  At  this  session,  Delegate  Gromyko 
invoked  the  veto  power  no  less  than  three 
times,  drawing  from  Australian  Delegate 
Evatt  the  remark  that  clearly:  “The  veto 
will  be  exercised _ until  the  only  pro¬ 

posal  left  is  the  proposal  that  Mr.  Gromyko 
supports.” 

That,  however,  is  not  quite  the  case.  The 
Russians  seemingly  have  cut  off  their  nose 
to  spite  their  face.  Gromyko’s  wanton  use  . 
of  the  veto  has  certainly  proved  that  the 
United  Nations  is  of  dubious  efficiency  as 
compared  with  the  discarded  League  of  Na¬ 
tions.  But  it  has  also  prevented,  by  Russia’s 
own  action,  any  formal  international  con¬ 
demnation  of  Franco  which  might  have 
positive  effect  in  unseating  him.  The  whole 
episode,  unfortunately,  would  seem  to  have 
strengthened  this  dictator’s  position. 

It  is  not  the  v  Communist  custom  to  re¬ 
gard  no  bread  as  better  than  half  a  loaf.  So
